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School Board approves 
purchase of four school 
buses from Hoekstra

The Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education unanimously approved purchase 
of four new school buses at its regular 
meeting Monday. 

Financial Director Shareen Barker 
presented the request for three 65-passenger 
conventional buses at a cost of $80,581 
each, totaling $241,743, and one special 
education lift bus for a cost of $83,931, for 
a total cost of $325,674. 

The purchase was by bid through the 
MSBO/MAPT Bus Purchasing Program. 
Hoekstra was the low bidder without the 
corrosion and structural warranty and the 
high bidder once the 10-year warranty was 
added. 

But, Barker pointed out, the warranty was 
not provided by the other vendors. She said 
the district has a very good history with 
Hoekstra. 

The approved 2016-17 budget included 
funds for the purchase of the four buses 
and the total cost was actually $19,401 
under budget. 

Barker said over half of the buses in the 
district’s fleet are over eight years old. She 
said eight years is the recommended life of 
a bus. 

“We are currently reviewing our 
bus inventory to determine a new bus 
replacement schedule,” Barker said. 

She said the current MSBO Bus 
Purchasing Program window closes in 
January. Purchasing the buses at this time 
enables the district to participate in the 
purchasing program and permits enough 
time for the vendor to build and deliver the 
buses before the fiscal year end. 

The old buses will go to auction and 
whatever funds they bring will go into the 
general fund. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved setting the school board’s

Van Buren Township’s new board 
approves 2017 budget on 4-3 vote

The Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees passed the 2017 general fund 
budget including wage schedules on a 4-3 
vote at its regular meeting on Dec. 6. 

Voting no were Trustees Reggie Miller, 
Sherry Frazier, and Paul White. Yes votes 
came from Trustee Kevin Martin, Treasurer 
Sharry Budd, Clerk Leon Wright, and 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara. 

After a long discussion on the budget, 
Trustee Miller said she would be voting no 
because wages were given unfairly. She 
said a budget time is not the time to give 
raises. She said it is not right for employees 
to be evaluated during the budget process. 

Trustee Miller said the wage increases 
includes over 3% for some employees. 

“Some are great employees, but that is 
not the point,” Miller said. “It’s the way the 
process was handled.” 

Trustee Frazier said she was going to vote 
no because she agrees with Trustee Miller 
on the raises. And, she does not agree with 
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the clerk’s salary raise of $3,500 because 
he wants to have parity with Treasurer 
Sharry Budd. 

“Mrs. Budd worked for the township for 
25 years and rolled in her longevity pay,” 
Trustee Frazier said. “The clerk rolled in his 
longevity pay. One worked for eight years, 
one for 25. Everyone got 3%. To give the 
clerk equal to the treasurer, he’s awarded 
for something he didn’t work for.” 

Clerk Leon Wright contended they were 
all newly elected officials with no xx. 
As to his raise in pay, “That’s what I’m 
proposing.” 

“It’s like they can decide whatever pay 
they want,” Frazier said. She also referred 
to the supervisor’s pay that went from 
about $82,000 in 2016 to $86,000. 

Trustee Kevin Martin supported Clerk 
Wright’s proposal, based on the work he 
does. 

“It’s up to the board to decide,” Trustee 
Miller said. “We asked the board to suggest 
a salary and he did.” 

“I’m not going to sit here and hear my 
salary ridiculed,” Clerk Wright said. “It’s 
improper.” 

Trustee Paul White, former township 
supervisor, said of the budget that, “This 
is one of the most important decisions we 
make.”

Po’s attorney Ruark 
says: ‘Sumpter Twp. 
is selling drugs’

“Sumpter Township is selling drugs,” said 
attorney Ronald Reese Ruark, attorney for 
Nelson Po. 

“Sumpter sold 200 pounds of marijuana 
to Nelson for $40,000. Any way Sumpter 
spins this, it’s a drug transaction.” 

Ruark refers to a Deferred Prosecution 
Agreement finalized on Nov. 3, 2015 with 
a cashier’s check from Po for $40,000 
made payable to Sumpter Township. The 
agreement was signed by Sumpter Police 
Chief James Pierce, township attorney 
Robert P. Young, Nelson and Clarita Po 
and the Pos’ attorney Ruark. 

In the agreement, the Sumpter Township 
Police Department agreed to sell Po the 200 
pounds of marijuana it seized from him on 
Sept. 11, 2015 in exchange for $40,000. 

The agreement was contingent on Po 
taking immediate steps to totally cease 
operating his medical marijuana business 
at 45205 Harris Road in Sumpter Township 
by April 15, 2016. 

However, based on the language of 
a search warrant obtained by Sumpter 
Township Police Department on Aug. 16, 
2016, police did not require Po to renew 
his license with Sumpter and allowed Po to 
continue operating at 45025 Harris without 
a license beginning April 16. 

The search warrant, submitted to the court 
as Exhibit B, reads in part, “This location 
has had its license suspended as of 04-16- 
16. The Township has agreed to forgo the 
suspended license with the understanding 
that Po diligently pursue moving the 
marijuana grow out of the residential zone 
into the industrial zone.” 

Ruark is due to be in Wayne County 
Circuit Court on Friday to present the 
judge with three motions, two exhibits to 
support his motions, and a brief in support 
of the motion to suppress evidence in 
what he calls “the unlawful search of the 
defendant’s property on Aug. 16.” 

In a brief in support of a motion to dismiss 
the charges on the grounds of “entrapment 
by estoppel” Ruark requests an evidentiary 
hearing. 

Entrapment by estoppel is an affirmative

Cahill pleads guilty to five charges in death of girl in crash

Charles James Cahill, 49, of Sumpter 
Township on Nov. 22 pled guilty to five 
charges including homicide that could bring 
him up to life in prison. 

Cahill appeared before Wayne County 
Circuit Court Judge Bruce U. Morrow, who 
accepted his guilty pleas and will sentence 
him on Jan. 13. 

Cahill, who had a long list of drunk- 
driving convictions on his record, has been 


in the Wayne County 
Jail without bond since 
he was arrested at the 
scene of the July 27 
accident that led to the 
death of 12-year-old 
Victoria Mack. 

Cahill pled guilty to 4” 
murder in the second Charles Cahill 
degree, operating while intoxicated causing 
death, operating with high blood alcohol 
content, driving while license suspended 


causing death, and driving with open 
intoxicants in the vehicle. He also is labeled 
a habitual offender, which stiffens the 
sentence. 

The charges stem from the 8:18 p.m., 
July 27 accident at the corner of Willis and 
Martinsville roads in Sumpter Township. 
Cahill reportedly was northbound at more 
than 80 mph on Martinsville in a GMC 
Yukon when he collided with a minivan 
with Victoria in the back seat. 

Victoria was a student at the Ann Arbor 


Magnet School in Detroit and would have 
been in the seventh grade this school year. 
According to the Michigan Department of 
State, Cahill’s long list of driving violations 
dates to 1986 and continued through May. 
His driving record includes multiple 
instances of driving with a suspended 
license, disobeying traffic signals and seven 
accidents. According to his driving record, 
two accidents were listed on June 27, 1996 
— one in Westland with no injuries and 
another in Livonia with one person injured. 


Belleville planners recommend ordinance change to council

After about 45 minutes of discussion at 
its Dec. 7 meeting, the Belleville Planning 
Commission voted unanimously to 
recommend to city council that it amend 
the zoning ordinance to allow one-story 
structures to be built on Main Street, 
backing off from the two-story requirement 
now on the books. 

Commissioner John Juriga made the 
motion, seconded by Commissioner 
Michael Renaud to amend the zoning 
ordinance’s Section 3.1.7 (D) Building 
Height and Placement to allow one-story 
structures with a minimum height of 14 
feet plus a façade of four feet or more. The 
14 feet should be a clear interior height for 
at least a depth of 15 feet. The commission 
passed the motion unanimously. 

The meeting started with a public 
hearing on the zoning ordinance’s height 
requirement in the B-2 district. The city 
council had directed the commission to 
study the height requirement and make a 
recommendation. 

The recommendation for the amendment 
will be on the Dec. 19 city council meeting 
agenda and then the council is expected to 
vote on it at a January meeting. 

It all started when Steve Davenport of 
Davenport Brothers Construction showed 
up at the Sept. 8 planning commission 
meeting to tell of his proposal to build a 
single-story building at 337 Main Street. 

The problem was the city requires 
two-story buildings in B-2 zoning. 
Davenport said he made an offer to buy 
the property and has a tenant which is a 
financial group and a retail tenant. 

“The timeframe is critical,’ Davenport 
said. “I’ve got tenants who would like to 
occupy the new building ... We may lose 
these tenants.” 

At the end of the meeting, after much 
discussion, planning commission chairman 
Steve Jones set up a subcommittee to look 
into the city’s two-story requirement, 


plus the requirement for retail stores. 
Volunteers from the planning commission 
for the subcommittee were Jesse Marcotte, 
Michael Hawkins, and Matthew Wagner. 

And then the city council got involved, 
directing the planners to come up with 
a recommendation on the subject of 
the building height requirement in B-2 
zoning. 

At the Dec. 7 public hearing Davenport 
Brothers’ architect Wayde Hoppe asked 
what the results were of the “task force” 
on the issue. 

Commission chairman Jones said the 
results were mixed and one member thought 
it was good to have a height requirement. 

Vice chairman Michael Hawkins 
interrupted Jones’ remarks and said he 
is the only member of the subcommittee 
present, since Marcotte resigned to take a 
seat on the city council and Wagner was 
absent. 

Hawkins said Jones was mistaken about 
mixed opinions and the subcommittee 
members all agreed to recommend 
amending the ordinance to allow one-story 
buildings on Main Street. 

Hoppe said he understands the idea to 
want taller buildings on Main Street and 
when property is expensive, you can build 
upward. But, if that is not the case, it’s less 
expensive to buy another lot. 

“Forcing to go two stories doesn’t make 
sense for a developer,” Hoppe said. “We 
have a reason to be downtown. In the 
future a time may come when you’d want 
to build up. I would be in agreement with 
your amendment.” 

Hoppe said Davenports could make the 
building whatever style the city wants. 

Steve Davenport said he plans a 1:12 
slope roof and he’d rather build a slope 
than a box. 

“This is just a change in the ordinance 
and has nothing to do with your site plan,” 
Jones said. 

City Councilman Tom Fielder said from 
the audience that he does not speak for 


the whole council, but the council is not 
interested in changing the overall look of 
the downtown, but to seek an alternative to 
the two-story requirement. 

“We want to keep the long-range 
philosophy you have for the downtown,” 
Fielder said. 

Jeff Vernon asked from the audience if a 
building could be built with the intention 
of building up in the future. 

“If it’s constructed so you could add an 
upper story,” Renaud replied. 

“There’s no requirement to build a second 
story,” Hawkins said. 

“That would be more of a building 
department issue than zoning,” said DPW 
Director Rick Rutherford. 

When questions about the roof came up, 
Hoppe said a low-slope roof is planned, not 
a shingled roof. 

After the motion passed to recommend 
an amendment to the part of the ordinance 
on building heights, City Manager Diana 
Kollmeyer said the ordinance subcommittee 
wanted to change other things in the 
ordinance, as well. 

Hawkins said since they will soon be 
working toward a revised master plan, they 
thought the changes could be worked on in 
that way. 

“We need to start it any day now,” 
Kollmeyer said of the master plan that 
must be reviewed every five years. 

Hoppe said the ordinance for B-2 zoning 
requires 50% dedicated to retail and, 
“Normally, retail follows demand.” 

Hawkins pointed out that a developer 
could seek special land use approval to get 
relief from the 50% retail requirement. 

“If a developer came to the planning 
commission and said we have 50% retail 
and 50% not retail and it is approved and 
later the retail entity leaves and there is 
only one tenant [an office] so the other 
space can’t be occupied,” Hoppe said. 

Planning consultant Steve Cassin of 
Giffels Webster said they would need to 
apply for special land use for a tenant. He 


said his firm had a similar situation in New 
Baltimore and they applied for a special 
land use. 

“What if they are denied?” Hoppe 
asked. 

“You have to follow the ordinance,” 
Cassin said. 

Jones pointed out that the city went from 
100% retail required to 50% a few years 
back. 

Hoppe said there are three different spaces 
planned in the building, so two would have 
to be retail. 

Jones called out the names of businesses 
on that block, with Belles being the only 
retail. 

Hoppe asked if a petitioner can apply 
in advance for special land use for his 
building and Cassin said that is not the 
usual way because the city wants to see if 
they are compatible. 

“We have three tenants who want to move 
downtown and one is retail,” Hoppe said. 

“Tf I had two retail tenants and they leave 
in six months and I can’t lease it out, I’m at 
your mercy in the future,’ Davenport said. 

“There may be some things we won’t 
allow,” Jones said. 

Juriga said once the new library is built 
and twice as many people are coming to 
use it, “It will change the personality of the 
city.” 

Davenport said Van Buren Township 
is building and there’s something in the 
ground at Hull Road. 

“I don’t like that design,” Jones said of the 
proposed drawing shown of the Davenport 
building, noting the frontage for each of 
the three businesses is too small. 

Davenport said the building would be 
about 6,000 square feet and that would be 
three spaces of 2,000 square feet. The front 
of the building, lot line to lot line, is 83 feet 
across. That would be 26.5 feet each or so, 
which is suitable for offices. 

Rutherford pointed out the council 
meeting room was 18 feet across.

Sumpter shocked at 
Michigan Humane 
Society notice 


At Tuesday’s meeting of the Sumpter 
Township Board of Trustees, Police Chief 
Eric Luke said he was shocked by a notice 
from the Michigan Humane Society that it 
is cancelling its contract to take Sumpter’s 
stray dogs. 

It gave Sumpter until the end of January to 
find another place to take its dogs. 

Chief Luke said he contacted them and 
asked if Sumpter had done anything wrong 
and he was told they didn’t but they are 
changing their structure. He said officials 
were very short with him which he couldn’t 
understand because the Humane Society has 
been working with Sumpter for many years. 

“We have to have somewhere to take our 
dogs,” Chief Luke said. He said police try 
to get strays back to their owners. And, 
Pete and Marcy from Friends of Michigan 
Animals Rescue, a non-kill shelter, have 
helped by coming in and taking dogs that 
were adoptable. Pit bulls are taken to pit bull 
rescue groups. And, that leaves some for the 
Humane Society. 

The Humane Society is not a no-kill 
shelter and Luke said it is more than likely 
the new place to take Sumpter dogs will 
be a euthanasia type of situation. Last year 
Sumpter took only 10 dogs to the Humane 
Society and the cost had been $50 each. This 
year the price was raised to $100 each. Luke 
said he didn’t think a month and a half was 
enough of a heads up, but he’ll be working 
on it and report back to the board. Some 
Christmas present.

The first real snowfall of the season came 
last week end and it isn’t even winter yet. 
Winter officially arrives Dec. 21. The tri- 
community got from eight to ten inches 
of snow last week end and on Monday 
the schools were closed and so were the 
Sumpter and Van Buren Township offices. 
Belleville City Hall was open and the mail 
got through. 

Some people think the Winter Fest ice 
sculptures that melted before the storm 
hit could survive better if the Winter Fest 
actually was held in winter instead of fall.

Then, he told how impressive the parade 
was and the floats were incredible and he 
saw Santa arriving by helicopter. He said he 
heard there were 7,000 people there and he 
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got to talk to Santa. 

He said he wore an orange and black 
Belleville High School hoody to show off 
the district as he rode in the parade as Grand 
Marshal and appeared with Santa on the 
stage at the parade. 

But, it was very cold, and Supt. Kudlak 
said he should have worn more layers. He 
was freezing! 

Former Belleville City Councilwoman 
Kay Atkins asked me to help her commend 
the two city DPW workers who worked to 
clean five miles of streets in the city after 
the big snowstorm over the week end. She 
remembers when there were a lot more 
workers to help with all the work to keep 
the city going. She’s amazed that they can 
do everything now with just two! 

According to WWJ radio, Alicia Harris 
of Belleville is having her house sold if 
she doesn’t come up with the money owed 
her credit union by this week. She suffers 
from multiple sclerosis and is on medical 
leave from work and can’t come up with the 
money. 

She said her ex-husband only intermittently 
pays child support and one of her children 
suffers from inoperable kidney disease. 
Her other two sons are in college and they 
won't have a home to come home to this 
Christmas. 

Someone put up a Gofundme account 
on her behalf and the page reads, in part, 
“Aren’t the holidays a time to help, give 
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back, pay it forward? Everyone has a story. 
Everyone has a challenge. Everyone has a 
journey...” 

I’ve been informed that Fox 2 News has 
become interested in the story of marijuana 
grower Nelson Po and 
Sumpter Township 
which let him grow his 
medical marijuana and 
then didn’t, taking his 
vehicles and money and 
everything they could 
think of. Stay tuned. 

Belleville’s DPW chief Rick Rutherford 
told the story, at a recent public meeting, 
of how a person wanted to put a train car 
restaurant up on the parcel at 337 Main 
Street where the cleaners burned down 
years ago. 

He said the person asked Rick about what 
he would have to do to get permission to do 
that and Rick told him. The cost to get the 
sealed drawings and all the steps necessary 
to get approval made the man step back and 
scrap the idea. 

This is the spot where Davenport Brothers 
is seeking permission to build a building for 
three units — two offices and a retail space. 
The city is working its way through the steps 
to make that possible, since the rules say it 
has to be two-stories tall and they want to 
build one story. The rules are being changed 
to make one story OK.

defense available when a government 
official has actively misled a defendant into 
a reasonable belief that his or her charged 
conduct is legal. United States v. Neville, 82 
F.3d 750, 761 (7th Cir. 1996). 

Ruark said on Aug. 16 police allegedly 
seized over 200 marijuana plants. 

“When STPD could not persuade Mr. Po 
to enter into another transaction similar to 
the Deferred Prosecution Agreement, STPD 
initiated criminal charges against Mr. Po,” 
Ruark wrote in his motion to dismiss. 

“STPD engaged in an illegal drug 
transaction with Mr. Po on Nov. 3, 2015,” 
the motion says. “In addition, STPD did not 
require Mr. Po to abide by the regulations 
set forth in the Ordinance while operating 
his medical marijuana business. Based 
on the unclear language of the Act in this 
constantly changing area of law and the 
criminal conduct of STPD, the Court should 
dismiss the charges against Mr. Po based on 
entrapment,” he wrote. 

Ruark wrote that Po was allowed to 
continue growing at his Harris Road home 
after April 15 when Sumpter agreed to forego 
the suspended license with the understanding 
Po diligently move his marijuana grow to 
50990 Willis. 

Po had purchased the 36-acre parcel on 
Willis Road, had submitted a site plan to the 
Sumpter Township planning commission, 
and had already cleared the land. 

Po was in the process of developing 
the Willis Road property for the medical 
marijuana grow when Sumpter Police raided 
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his Harris Road home on Aug. 16. 

Ruark said that since Sumpter police 
engaged Po in an illegal drug transaction on 
Nov. 3, 2015, which Po took as a guarantee 
that his conduct was lawful on Aug. 16, 
2016, “STPD engaged in impermissible 
conduct that would induce an otherwise law- 
abiding person to commit a crime in similar 
circumstances.” 

Ruark said police induced an incriminating 
statement from Po while he was in custody 
and before advising him of his Miranda 
rights. The search warrant was based on an 
incriminating statement obtained in violation 
of Miranda, Ruark said. 

On Friday, Po is scheduled to be at the 
Frank Murphy Hall of Justice for the final 
conference and motions on a criminal charge 
against him of growing too much marijuana. 
Another attorney from Ruark’s office will 
represent him. Attorney Ruark will be at civil 
court downtown representing Po. 

A jury trial on the criminal charge is 
scheduled for Jan. 26 before Judge Ulysses 
W. Boykin and expected to last one and a half 
to two days. The prosecutor is expected to 
have three or four witnesses and the defense 
four to five witnesses. 

At a session in circuit court on Dec. 6, Judge 
Robert J. Colombo, Jr. ordered a partial release 
of Po assets seized by Sumpter Township. The 
black 2015 Chevrolet Silverado was to be 
released to Po. “All storage fees and costs are 
waived if the vehicle is stored with Sumpter 
Township,” Judge Colombo ordered. 

Also, Clarita Po’s saving’s account, with 
a value of $50,674.69 as of Sept. 28, was 
ordered to be unfrozen by Fifth Third Bank 
and released to Mrs. Po.

Ever since public schools became 
commonplace, they have worked to meet 
the needs of the communities in which 
they serve. As times have changed, so have 
schools. 

The premise in which public education 
functions is to level society’s economic 
and social playing fields and provide an 
educated citizenry to better our democracy. 
Tam not sure how well that public education 
has done these things over the years and 
I am bothered by the fact that we tend to 
recreate society’s issues. 

However, while educating the students 
in our classrooms is our main function, 
student safety is paramount. We all live in 
the unfortunate reality of public shootings. 
Schools have not been made exempt of 
this. 

Since last school year, Van Buren Public 
Schools has been updating our processes to 
respond to an active shooter. While this is 
not a topic that we enjoy talking about, it is 
imperative that we are prepared for a wide- 
variety of situations. 

We have been working with all local 
law enforcement agencies to implement 
a program called A.L.I.C.E. (Alert, 
Lockdown, Inform, Counter, and Evacuate). 
This process provides action steps for staff 
to take in order to stay safe in the event of 
an active shooter or active threat on school 
grounds. 

The main objective of this program is 
to provide options to stay safe during an 
active threat emergency. The A.L.I.C.E. 
initiative is recognized across the country as 
an additional component to the traditional 
“lockdown” response. 

For years, schools have done fire and 
tornado drills. More recently, we have 
added lockdown drills. We are working 
to add A.L.I.C.E. drills to our routine. 
Students are just to listen to their teacher for 
instructions (which will vary depending on 
information provided in the drill) in order 
to complete the drill effectively. 

While it is unfortunate to have this as 
a reality, understand that student safety is 
imperative to every staff member and we 
will continue to improve our practices that 
keep students safe through training, drills, 
and honest discussions.

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Court Watching: 
Judge Parrott allows 


victim to speak after 
sentencing complete

The felony charge of assault with a 
dangerous weapon (felonious assault) was 
pled down to a misdemeanor in a case 
where Khalil Hussein Hassan, 34, threw 
a glass mug at a man, cutting him on the 
cheek. The incident happened in the City 
of Romulus on May 20. 

Hassan pled no contest to the lesser 
charge on Oct. 26, disposing of the case at 
district court. He had been out on $20,000 
personal recognizance bond. 

On Dec. 7, the case that was over was 
brought back to life. 

34" District Court Judge David Parrott 
was asked by the Assistant Wayne County 
Prosecutor, representing the People, to 
amend the already imposed sentence of a 
fine and 12 months probation after which 
time the charge would be wiped from his 
record. 


Hassan’s attorney Hassan Hamade asked 
Judge Parrott if he could approach the 
bench with the prosecutor for a sidebar 
discussion in private with the judge. 

After the sidebar, a disgusted Judge 
Parrott explained that the People made 
a motion to amend the sentence. He said 
that an immediate sentence had been 
imposed pursuant to a full, completed plea 
agreement. 

Now, Judge Parrott continued, the 
Prosecutor says that was an error because 
the victim did not have opportunity to 
address the court before sentencing. 

“I am unaware of any authority allowing 
me to vacate the sentence,” an irritated 
Judge Parrott said. “I will listen to the 
victim at this time.” 

The victim said he felt the sentence was 
too light, with 12 months probation and 
then wiped from his attacker’s record. 

“There will be a scar on my face for the 
rest of my life. It’s afflicting my family,” 
he said. 

“He threw the glass cup in my face and 
it broke. Why should I have a scar on my 
face and he has nothing? He should have a 
permanent blemish on his record. He will 
do this again. He reached out to others

to intimidate me to drop the charges. He 
injured somebody. 

“I did not have anything to do with 
him. One of his friends and I had a minor 
disagreement and then he threw the cup.

He said the budget is $4.875 million over 
revenue and includes transfers to balance the 
budget of $4.257 million from the landfill fund 
and $617,970 from the fund balance. 

“T have an issue that we use every penny of the 
landfill fund and have to use the fund balance to 
balance this budget,” Trustee White said. 

He said his Social Security increased 03% 
this year and he got .001 percent interest on his 
bank savings, but was able to survive. 

“There’s $4 million too much in this budget,” 
White said. 

He praise Supervisor McNamara for doing 
an outstanding job of presenting the budget 
prepared by the previous board. 

“I will be voting no on this,’ White said. 
“Although I promised the supervisor I would 
vote yes, there are some things I expected to 
happen that haven’t happened. I support this 
budget less than 50%, so I must vote no.” 

“T respect your no’s,” Supervisor McNamara 
said to the dissenters. “There’s just a couple 
thousand dollars between my ideas and your 
ideas.” 

“Tt’s the process of raises and dollars amounts 
attached to them,” said Trustee Miller. “This 


was done wrong...” 

Trustee Frazier said she objected to this 
process of doing this budget. 

“Tt’s $4.8 million over and having to dip into 
the fund equity,” Frazier said. “In 2008-2012 
the whole economy collapsed,” referring to how 
everyone suffered and didn’t get raises. “... I 
don’t know how we can dip into fund equity.” 

After the board voted 4-3 to pass the budget, 
Frazier said, “I’m disappointed our fellow board 
member passed this.” 

“No more discussion after the vote,” said 
Supervisor McNamara. “That when we lick our 
wounds and go off to our corners.” 

In beginning the budget discussion, Supervisor 
McNamara said budgets are living documents 
which may require amendment in the future for 
the good of the community. 

He said they foresee a $200,000 drop in 
revenue next year and providing health care 
increases costs $270,000. 

He said the general fund budget expenditures 
are $15.5 million and the revenues are $10.6 
million, which requires all of the 2017 landfill 
fund revenue plus some money from the general 
fund fund balance. 

The amended 2016 general fund budget passed 
on a 5-2 vote, with Trustees Miller and Frazier 
voting no. 

Trustee Miller said she would be voting no

Frazier said Clerk Wright brought up the 
question of having the landfill tipping fees in 
the revenue fund. She said she was told the 
landfill funds were to be kept separate for 
special projects. 

“I don’t consider balancing the budget as a 
“special project,” Frazier said. “We should 
have 15% in fund equity.” 

“As Jeff Jahr said, we’ve become addicted 
to landfill funds,” Supervisor McNamara said, 
referring to a former board member. 

In other business at the Dec. 6 meeting the board 
unanimously approved approval of the 2016 
amended and 2017 proposed Special Revenue 
Budget for Community Development Block 
Grants, Downtown Development Authority, 
LDFA Fund, Landfill Fund, Belleville Area 
Museum, 911 Service Fund, Federal Forfeiture
